THE ENGRAVINGS. 


Fig. 1. Costume for the Carriage Drive 
and Morning Calls, — High dress of 
satin broché, the colour a rich groseille, 
figured with black, The dress is high 
in the throat, and fastens in front. 
The skirt is very full, and has a front 
trimming consisting of a succession of 
brandebourgs, formed of black chenille 
and buttons, Eight of these ornaments 
extend up the front of the skirt, gra- 
duating in width from the feet to the 
waist. The same ornaments are carried 
up the front of the corsage, where they 
are graduated in an inverse direction, 
that is, widening from the waist to 
the throat. The sleeves descend only 
about halfway down the fore-arm, 
where they are slit up the length of 
two or three inches, The ends of the 
sleeves are edged with black chenille, ooh. 
White muslin under-sleeves, consist- 2 
ing of one very full puff, set on a band 
of worked muslin edged with lace. A 
small square collar of worked muslin, 
Drawn bonnet of drab-coloured satin, 
end on each running a row of ribbon 
oi the same colour as the satin, with a 
white scalloped edge. Gloves of pale 
straiv-coloured kid, 

Vig. 2, Home Dinner Dress.~—Robe 
of «pple-green glacé silk, with four 
flovnces, each flounce edged with four 
ro vs of black wove in the silk itself, 
Tae corsage is half-high, open and 
pointed in front of the bosom, and 
finished at the top by a bouillonnée, 
the drawings divided by rows of very 
narrow black braid, The sleeves demi- 
long, and finished at the ends with 
bouillonnées and black braid, A che-

Another book (says “ Blackwood” in his November number) 
from the active pen of our American acquaintance, the able seaman, 
The question having been raised whether Mr. Herman Melville has 
really served before the mast, and has actually, like the heroine of 
a well-known pathetic ballad, disfigured his lily-white fingers with 
the nasty pitch and tar, he does his best to dissipate all such doubts 
by the titlepage of his new work, on which, in large capitals, is 

roclaimed that ‘‘Redburn”’ is “ The Sailor-boy Confessions and 

eminiscences of the son of a gentleman in the merchant service ie 
and, collaterally, by a dedication to his younger brother, “now a 
sailor on a voyage to China.” An unmerited importance has 
perhaps been given to the inquiry whether Mr, Melville’s voyages 
were made on quarterdeck or on forecastle, and are genuine adven- 
tures or mere Kobinsonades. The book, not the writer, concerns 
the critic; and even as there assuredly are circumstances that might 
induce a youth of gentle birth and breeding to don flannel shirt, 
and put fist in tar-bucket as a merchant seaman, so the probably 
unpleasant nature of those circumstances precludes too inquisitive 
investigation into them. We accept Mr. Melville, therefore, for 
what he professes to be, and we accept his books, also, with pleasure 
and gratitude when good, just as we neglect and reject them when 
they are the contrary. “Redburn,” we are bound to admit, is 
entitled to a more favourable verdict than the author’s last previous 
work, We do not like it so well as ‘ Typee” and “ Omoo;” and, 
although quite aware that this is a class of fiction to which one 
gannot often return without finding it pall, by reason of a certain 
tnevitable sameness, we yet are quite sure we should not have liked 
it so well as those two books, even though priority of publication 
had brought it to a palate unsated with that particular sort of lite- 
rary diet. Nevertheless, after a decided and deplorable retrogres- 
sion, Mr. Melville seems likely to go ahead again, if he will only 
take time and pains, and not over-write himself, and avoid certain 
affectations and pedantry unworthy a man of his ability, Many of 
the defects of ‘ Mardi’ are corrected in “ Redburn.””

and monks who had followed the army of William in multi- 
tudes in the‘hope of booty and promotion, uttered prayers and 
chanted litanies for the morrow’s success, shrived the soldiers, 
and administered the sacrament, ‘‘and whoso had no priest 
near him confessed himself to his neighbour,’”” Vows were 
also made, by the advice of the priests, that on the return of 
the day on which the battle was to take place they would 
never again eat meat. Jeffery de Moubray, Bishop of Con- 
stance, who founded the magnificent cathedral at that place, 
received confessions, gave absolution, and inflicted penances 
on many. Odo, Bishop of Bayeux, 18 also said ‘to have 
carried himself nobly,”” He had brought to his brother, the 
duke, a great body of knights and other men, being, as it was 
said, “ very rich in gold and silver.’ ; ; 

At jength the day dawned—the day s0 pathetically bewailed 
in the ancient chronicles of England as being ‘so deadly, so 
bitter, and so stained with the blood of the brave.” The 
Bishop of Bayeux celebrated mass, at which William assisted 
in the Norman camp with a rochet over his armour; after 
which he threw gins his clerical vestment, mounted a war- 
horse, and marshalled his brigade of cavalry with a truncheon. 
William, after sharing in the devotion of his troops, hung 
round his neck in a casket some of the relics on which the 
perjured Harold had sworn fidelity to him, and marched for- 
ward to meet him. He is represented as on foot, full armed, 
with a lance in his hand, at the end of which is a small banner, 
A man near him holds a horse by the bridle. 

In putting on his armour, it happened that William inverted 
his coat of mail, and this petty mistake the soldiers regarded 
as a fatal omen; but their gallant leader declared that ‘‘ he had 
no faith in superstitious tales, and was resolved to trust himself 
and the result to the will of his Creator.” But, seeing that 
those who stood by still looked sorely alarmed, he said, “* Let 
not this mischance give you trouble: the hauberk which was 
turned wrong signifies that a change shall arise out of this 


matter we arc now moving. You shall see the n ; 
changed into that of King.” ‘ Then,” says Waaennt econ: 
himself, and took his hauberk and put it on aright, and laced 
his helmet, and girt his sword which an attendant brought to 
him; he then called for his good horse which had been sent 
him by the King of Spain as a token of friendship : neither arms 
nor throng did it fear when its lord spurred it on.” The 
duke mounted, and the “ good horse” is said to have pranced 
reared himself up, and curvetted. : 

In the next part of the Tapestry he is represented on horse- 
back, at the head of his army, armed as before, and holding a 
club in his hand. This weapon was in use in that and the 
succeeding ages. St. Louis of France had a band of guards, all 
armed with clubs, and was himself very dexterous in the use 
of it, as appeared at the battle of Massoure. The cavalier who 
follows is probably Count Robert; he also carries a club, rather 
thicker towards the latter end: it resembles in its form the 
sceptre called the Hand of Justice, 

The next two horsemen carry lances. These implements 
have under the point a half circle set round with spikes, which 
served as well as the points for wounding the enemy, The 
inscription says :—‘* Hic milites exierunt de Hestenge et vene- 
runt, ad prelium contra Haroldum Regem’’—Here the sol- 
diers are gone out from Hastings, and come to battle against 
King Harold. 

William, who appears at the head of his army, seems to ask 
a horseman—who comes up to him at a gallop, and whom 

erhaps he had sent to reconnoitre the country—if he had seen 

arold’s army. The horseman shows him, by pointing his 
hand, that they are drawing near. He is named Vital in the 
inscription, and, as we have before remarked, was a person, no 
doubt, well known in the camp. The inscription tells us :— 
“Hic Willelm Dux interrogat Vital si vidisset exercitum 
Haroldi’—Here Duke William is asking Vital if he has seen 
Harold's army.
